sult of increase* granted in a rec en t| 
agreem ent with Amalgamated associa­ 
tion workers. 
According to m anagers 
of th e plants, heater*, 
roughers aud 
other skilled worker* are able to m ake 
$12 to $16 daily. 
The new wage Hcalo 
is baaed on the selling price of steel. 
This ha* almost 
doubled the wages 
given some classes of work, m anufac­ 
turers say.

H ow th# B ig Guns Are Mads. 


There are tw o classes of guns—naval 
guns a n d arm y or land guns. 
Because 
they can lie m anipulated more easily 
than those of a ship, land guns are the 
heavier. 
The largest naval gun is the 
fifteen inch gun, and the largest land 
gun is the German howitzer, or lff.5 
inch gun. 
O f th e tw o the naval gun fires a shell 
weighing over half a ton, while the 
other fires a projectile a ton iii weight. 
Hut the new giant sixteen inch guns 
of the United 
H t a t e s defending tho 
P an am a canal and New York at Handy 
Hook shoot projectiles weighing 2,370 
pounds, which la over a ton. 
These 
immense steel guns can sink a ship bo 
fore it has really come into sight os 
tile horizon, tile locution of tile battle­ 
ship having been determ ined by air­ 
plane or tower. 
How these huge piece* are made la 
deserilied as follows by the Popular 
Science Monthly. Tho first step is Hie 
m aking of the pig iron from Iron ore 
In large furnaces like tower#, called 
Must furnaces. 
Then the jug iron I# 
melted with other steel in large steel 
furnaces called "open hearth" until it 
ts freed of its impurities and convert­ 
ed into steel. 
The melted steel, thin as water, is 
nm from these furnaces into big iron 
molds, w here it is allowed to cool into 
large solid cylindrical or corrugated 
blocks. 
A fter cooling these are reheat­ 
ed nnd reduced in alae by pounding 
them 
w ith big st eel 
ha in merit and 
squeezing them in rolls until at last 
the steel Is pressed into a long barrel- 
like mas*, th e embryo of a real gun. 
This long skeleton of the inside of a 
gun m ust be laired out from one end 
to the other on immense lathes, some 
over ninety feet long. 
Heavy a* the 
m ass Is, a huge lathe turns it around 
as easily as a Is sly turns a spool. 
A fter the Inside has been rifled or 
scored to form un inside surface thnt 
gives the shell a twist before It. leaves 
tin muzzle nnd m uses it. to fly straight 
the lower or muzzle end of the gun is 
m ade larger. This may be accomplish­ 
ed lit one or tw o ways. 
Hither addi­ 
tional shorter steel tulles are placed 
over the main inner tills*, or the main 
tulle is w ound with wire mid finished 
with an outer tuls*. 
The wire wound 
guns are usually the Heavier and his 
used on board ship. 
The gun isntnd with wire Is wally 
stronger than the one built of bands or 
rings of steel, one on another, for tile 
wire re-enforce# the gun tulle so that 
It. will safely w ithstand the tremendous 
st hi In which i# constantly put on ti 
when It is tired, said to be as much as 
seventeen tons pressure on each square 
inch. 
In the case of a "built up" gun. as 
It is calleil when made of hoops or 
band# of steel, tho outer tubes or rings 
are shrunk or sw eated on - th a t is, they 
a w heated so th a t they expand or swell 
a little, as aR 
<$1*0* when Usutod. 


and then while hot they are fitted over 
tim inner part and allowed to cool qnd 
shrink, or contract. 
In so doing they 
fit very tightly on the main tu!>e. 
In making a wire wound gun the 
wire i# wound or colled around and 
around until more than IOO miles of It 
has been w rapped around the big can­ 
non. 
A twelve inch gun requires 117 
m ih « of wire, weighing about thirteen 
and 
one-half 
tons. 
Although 
the 
strength of the wire I* such th a t it 
gives great resisting force to pressures 
exerted sideway#, it does not bestow 
strength lengthwise. 
Therefore an ex­ 
tra thickness of m etal m ust be p u t on 
th e muzzle of the gun, where the vi­ 
bration caused by the shell leaving tile 
gun la the g re a te st 
T he breech, or the hack end of n gun, 
is a very Im portant p a r t 
Here the 
shell is inserted in a specially built 
c h a m a r . 
After the shell is I ii 
p l a c e 
the breech is closed by the abutting of 
a very complicated and strong door 
It is fastened or fitted in the gun b) 
extremely strong screws, so that the 
charge will not burst the gun open at 
the back when It is fired. 
Sometimes a shell explodes in the 
barrel of the gun. 
In a wire hound 
gun the wire tends to prevent a grave 
disaster. 
It hinders the steel tidies 
from bursting into many pieces and 
flying in every direction. 
The solid 
gun is wholly built of tubes, while In 
tho wire wound gun there may lie one 
or tw o tidies, over which the wire Is 
wound w’ith the Jacket tubes shrunk 
over the wire.
